under  the  provisions  of  section  30  of  the  “  Fire 
Marshal  Act,”  chapter  100  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the  Regu¬ 
lations  respecting  Moving-picture  Theatres, 
Kinematographs,  and  Projectionists,  and  the 
Storage  and  Use  of  Nitrocellulose  X-ray  Films, 
made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  724,  approved 
June  18th,  1936,  as  amended,  be  further  amend¬ 
ed  as  follows: — 

1.  Regulation  3  is  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  “  The  walls  and  floors  shall  be  solid, 
not  less  than  4  inches  in  thickness  and  may  be 
of  wood  ”  in  the  third  and  fourth  lines,  and 
substituting  “  If  of  wood  the  walls  and  floors 
shall  be  solid,  not  less  than  4  inches  in  thick¬ 
ness.”

“  52.  All  services  rendered  in  probate  and 
administration  matters,  actions,  causes,  or 
proceedings,  whether  contentious  or  not,  shall, 
save  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  taxed 
and  allowed  in  accordance  with  Schedules  4 
and  5  hereof. 

“  53.  In  lieu  of  fees  allowed  under  Item  52, 
the  following  fees  or  charges,  exclusive  of 
disbursements,  may  be  charged,  and  if  charged, 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  con¬ 
tained,  be  allowed  for  all  necessary  services  to 
obtain  a  grant  of  letters  probate  or  of  admin¬ 
istration,  preparation  and  filing  of  probate 
and  succession  duty  forms  or  similar  state¬ 
ments  or  affidavits  for  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and 
settling  all  duties  assessed  by  the  said  Prov¬ 
ince  and  Dominion  (not  including  any  applica¬ 
tion  to  a  Judge  or  the  Court  or  other  Court 
proceedings  in  respect  of  such  duties)  and, 
where  necessary,  all  process  and  proceedings 
relating  to  the  passing  of  the  first  accounts  of 
the  executor  or  administrator: — 

“  For  any  estate  of  which  the  aggregate 
value  exceeds  $400  but  does  not  exceed 
$500,000,  2  per  cent,  of  such  value,  with 
a  minimum  of  $50; 

“  For  any  estate  of  which  the  aggregate 
value  exceeds  $500,000,  the  above  fee  on 
the  first  $500,000  plus  1  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  by  which  such  aggregate  value 
exceeds  the  sum  of  $500,000. 

“  54.  In  all  cases  of  resealing  in  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  grants  of  letters  probate  or  adminis¬ 
tration  or  similar  proceedings,  the  fees  set  out 
in  Items  52  or  53  may  be  allowed,  but  the 
aggregate  value  of  the  estate  shall  be  the 
aggregate  value  of  that  portion  of  the  estate 
situate  within  British  Columbia. 

“  55.  Aggregate  value  of  an  estate  shall  be 
deemed  to  include  the  value  of  all  real  and 
personal  property  or  interest  therein  passing 
or  accruing  to  any  person  upon  the  death  of 
the  deceased  by  operation  of  law  or  otherwise, 
and  to  include  the  value  of  any  life  insurance 
payable  as  a  consequence  of  the  death  of  the 
deceased  other  than  life  insurance  payable  to 
a  person  who  is  neither  the  personal  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  deceased  nor  a  beneficiary  of 
the  estate.” 

3.  By  striking  out  Schedule  6,  including  the 
words  following  Item  9,  and  inserting  in  the 
place  thereof  the  following:  — 


“  Scale  of  Conveyancing  Fees. 

“  1.  For  ordinary  conveyance  or  mortgage

“  Provided  that  the  fee  for  an  ordinary  con¬ 
veyance  pursuant  to  a  registered  agreement 
for  sale  shall  be  one-half  the  fees  provided  by 
Item  1. 

“And  provided  further  that  where  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  property  is  carried  out  by  a  convey¬ 
ance  and  the  taking  back  of  a  mortgage  to 
secure  the  balance  of  the  purchase  price,  the 
fees  shall  be  based  on  the  total  purchase  price 
and  shall  be  one  and  one-half  times  the  fees 
provided  by  Item  1. 

“  3.  Procuration  fee  when  a  loan  is  negoti¬ 
ated  by  a  solicitor:  — 

“  One-half  of  1  per  cent,  up  to  $10,000;  and 

“  One-quarter  of  1  per  cent,  for  any  amount 
beyond  $10,000. 

“  4.  Perusing  title  deeds  and  documents,  per 
folio,  30  cents. 

“  5.  All  attendances  and  journeys  not  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  this  Schedule  shall  be  taxed  and 
allowed  in  accordance  with  Items  22  to  31  of 
Schedule  5. 

“  There  may  be  included  in  any  bill  to  which 
Schedule  4,  5,  or  6  of  this  tariff  is  applicable, 
and  if  included  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Reg¬ 
istrar,  a  further  allowance  equal  to  25  per 
cent,  of  the  said  bill  exclusive  of  actual  dis¬ 
bursements:  Provided  that  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  increase  the  minimum  fees  as 
fixed  by  Item  53  of  Schedule  5  and  the  fees 
fixed  by  Items  1  to  3  of  Schedule  6.

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE 
ORDER  No.  6  (1948). 

Automotive  Repair  and  Gasoline  Service- 
station  Industry. 

TDURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the 
following  expressions  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: — 

“  Automotive  repair  and  gasoline  service- 
station  industry  ”  means  all  operations 
in  the  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration,  repair,  overhaul,  painting,  or 
reconditioning  of  any  vehicle  powered 
by  an  internal-combustion  engine,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  the  business  of  operat¬ 
ing  retail  gasoline  service-stations,  gaso¬ 
line  pumps  or  outlets  where  gasoline 
is  offered  for  sale  at  retail,  including 
services  and  undertakings  incidental 
thereto : 

“  Automotive  mechanic  ”  means  any  em¬ 
ployee  doing  the  work  usually  done  by 
journeymen,  and,  without  restricting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the 
work  of  mechanics,  machinists,  metal- 
men,  painters,  electricians,  radiator- 
men,  battery-men,  body-men,  forgers, 
vulcanizers,  trimmers,  and  welders: 

“  Other  employees  ”  means  all  other  em¬ 
ployees  except  automobile  salesmen, 
office  employees,  watchmen,  and  jani¬ 
tors. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  employee  in  the  auto¬ 
motive  repair  and  gasoline  service-station  in¬ 
dustry  except  automobile  salesmen,  office  em¬ 
ployees,  watchmen,  and  janitors. 

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  (6),  (c),  (d) ,  or  ( e )  of  this  sec¬ 
tion,  and  section  4  of  this  Order: — 

(a)  Automotive  mechanics,  90  cents  per 
hour: 

(b)  Other  employees,  55  cents  per  hour: 

(e)  Employees  classified  under  section  6  of 

the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  or  sec¬ 
tion  5  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage 
Act,”  for  whose  employment  permits  in 
writing  have  been  issued  by  the 
Board : — 

The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit: 

( d )  No  employee  covered  by  clause  (a), 
(5),  or  (c)  shall  be  paid  less  than  an 
amount  equal  to  four  hours  at  his  regu¬ 
lar  rate  of  pay  in  any  one  day,  except 
by  written  permission  of  the  Board: 

(e)  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the 
call  of  an  employer  shall  be  paid  at  his 
regular  rate  of  pay  by  the  employer  for 
the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of 
work  in  response  to  the  call.  The  em¬ 
ployer  shall  in  no  case  pay  the  employee 
less  than  the  equivalent  of  two  hours  at 
the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay. 
Where,  in  response  to  a  call,  an  em¬ 
ployee  commences  work,  clause  (d)  of 
this  section  shall  govern  with  respect  to 
the  daily  guarantee. 

4.  All  employees: — 

Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regu¬ 
lar  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in 
excess  of  8  in  a  day  or  44  in  the  week. 

(a)  This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime 
rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to: — 


(i)  Employees  working  under  arrangements 

with  respect  to  hours  of  work  established 
pursuant  to  section  5  or  section  11  (3) 
or  section  11  (4)  of  the  “  Hours  of 

Work  Act  ”  until  the  employee  has  com¬ 
pleted  the  hours  so  established: 

(ii)  Persons  who  are  exempt  from  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  3  of  the  “  Hours  of 
Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  section  4  of  the  said  Act. 

( b )  This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime 
rate  of  pay  may  be  varied  by  the  Board  to 
meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply  when: — 

(1)  Any  industrial  undertaking  or  class  of 
industrial  undertakings  as  defined  in 
the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  is  exempt  in 
whole  or  in  part  from  the  operation  of 
the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to 
section  12  of  the  said  Act;  or 

(ii)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board  with 
respect  to  an  industrial  undertaking  as 
defined  in  the  “Hours  of  Work  Act” 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
11  (2)  of  the  said  Act. 

5.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the 
employee  up  to  a  day  not  more  than  8  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establish¬ 
ment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

(b)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts 
and  intervals  free  from  duty  of  each  of 
his  employees. 

7.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record  in 
the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and 
the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English 
language  of  the  names,  ages,  occupations,  and 
residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept 
by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour, 
or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any 
or  all  of  his  employees. 

8.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at 
Victoria,  B.C.,  on  the  16th  day  of  April,  1948, 
shall  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  May,  1948.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 

Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  1’ule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.

Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  TYz  inches.

12.  Every  milk-tester  and  every  cream- 
grader  who  is  employed  in  the  testing  of  milk 
or  the  grading  of  cream  in  any  creamery  or 
dairy  shall: — 

(а)  Cause  his  licence  to  be  kept  continuously 
posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  position  at 
the  testing-room  or  the  grading-room  of 
the  creamery  or  dairy  during  the  time 
of  his  employment  therein : 

(б)  Report  forthwith  to  the  Provincial  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  at  Victoria 
every  case  brought  to  his  notice  where 
milk  or  cream  is  received,  handled,  kept, 
used,  or  dealt  in  under  insanitary  or 
unwholesome  conditions  in  any  creamery 
or  dairy,  or  when  milk  or  cream  has 
been  in  any  way  polluted  or  rendered 
unfit  for  human  consumption  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  any  Statute  or  law  in  force  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia. 

13.  Every  licence  issued  under  section  4  of 
the  Act  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that  if 
the  licensee  violates  any  provision  of  the  Act 
or  of  the  regulations,  the  Minister,  upon  proof 
to  his  satisfaction  of  the  fact  of  such  violation 
and  without  the  necessity  of  holding  any  hear¬ 
ing,  may  suspend  the  licence  and  all  rights  of 
the  licensee  thereunder  for  such  period  as  the 
Minister  may  see  fit,  or  may  revoke  the  licence. 

Sampling  and  testing  Milk  and  Cream. 

14.  Every  licensee  for  the  operation  of  a 
creamery  or  dairy,  who  is  required  under  the 
provisions  of  section  6  of  the  Act  to  deliver  to 
the  owner  of  the  milk  or  cream  dealt  in  or  pur¬ 
chased  an  account  of  the  amount  and  value 
thereof,  shall  cause  samples  representative  and 
aliquot  of  every  can  of  every  shipment  of  milk 
or  cream  received  from  a  producer  to  be  taken 
for  testing.  He  shall  cause  samples  of  the 


milk  or  cream  kept  for  purposes  of  testing  to 
be  tested  not  less  often  than  semi-monthly,  and 
the  weight,  grade,  and  test  of  the  milk  or 
cream  shall  be  delivered  forthwith  upon  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  test. 

15.  Every  test  of  milk  or  cream  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  and  certified  by  a 
milk-tester  for  any  creamery  or  dairy  operated 
under  a  licence  shall  be  conducted  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  instructions  and  practices  set 
forth  and  recommended  in  the  said  Publication 
611  and  the  testing  apparatus  prescribed  by 
that  publication,  except  where  the  use  of  appa¬ 
ratus  differing  therefrom  is  permitted  by  the 
direction  of  the  Minister. 

16.  Every  person  operating  a  creamery  or 
dairy  where  fluid  milk  is  purchased  on  the 
basis  of  butter-fat  content  shall  have  a  receiv¬ 
ing-tank  or  weigh-tank  into  which  each 
patron’s  milk  shall  be  first  emptied  and  thor¬ 
oughly  mixed.  A  sample  for  a  butter-fat  test 
shall  be  taken  immediately  from  the  tank. 
Before  a  patron’s  milk  is  poured  into  the  tank, 
the  tank  shall  be  empty.  Every  creamery  or 
dairy  where  milk  or  cream  is  bought  on  a  basis 
of  butter-fat  content  shall  have  a  test-room  or 
place  for  testing  which  can  be  effectively  shut 
off  from  draught  or  cross-currents  of  air, 
steam,  or  vapour  likely  to  interfere  with  accu¬ 
rate  weighing  of  samples  or  the  maintaining  of 
proper  temperatures.  Where  testing  scales 
are  used,  they  shall  be  mounted  on  a  table, 
shelf,  or  bench  free  from  vibration  and  having 
a  level  surface.  The  test-room  shall  be 
equipped  according  to  standards  set  out  in  the 
regulations. 

Standard  equipment  for  test-rooms  in  British 
Columbia  creameries  and  dairies  shall 
include : — 

(a)  All  the  equipment  necessary  to  operate 
and  complete  the  Babcock  test  for  milk, 
cream,  skim-milk,  and  buttermilk  as  out¬ 
lined  and  prescribed  in  Publication  No. 
611  of  the  Dominion  Department  of 
Agriculture : 

( b )  A  level  table  or  shelf  of  ample  dimen¬ 
sions  and  suitable  height  on  which  the 
tester  can  carry  out  his  operations  with¬ 
out  being  hampered  or  crowded : 

(c)  A  rust-proof  tank  large  enough  to  ac¬ 
commodate  twenty-four  sample  bottles 
and  convenient  to  hot-  and  cold-water 
connections : 

( d )  A  sink  suitable  for  washing  sample-jars, 
test-bottles,  and  other  glassware  used  in 
testing : 

( e )  Suitable  racks  for  holding  at  least 
twenty-four  test-bottles. 

17.  All  samples  of  milk  or  cream  from  which 
a  test  is  made  and  certified  by  a  milk-tester  at 
a  time  not  more  than  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  time  the  milk  or  cream  was  received  at  the 
creamery  or  dairy  shall  be  kept  by  the  licensee 
of  the  creamery  or  dairy,  under  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  said  Publication  611  for  the 
care  of  samples  for  testing,  for  a  period  of 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  test  is  made.  All 
samples  from  which  a  test  is  made  and  certified 
at  a  time  more  than  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  time  the  milk  or  cream  was  received  shall 
be  kept  under  the  conditions  prescribed  for  a 
period  of  seven  days  after  the  test  is  made; 
and  in  case  notice  is  received  by  the  licensee 
requiring  a  verification  test  to  be  made  under 
these  regulations  in  respect  to  any  sample,  he 
shall  so  keep  that  sample  for  such  further 
period  as  is  necessary  to  permit  of  the  verifi¬ 
cation  test  being  made. 

18.  Where  the  person  who  has  supplied  the 
milk  or  cream  of  which  a  test  has  been  made 
and  certified  by  a  milk-tester  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  result  of  the  test  or  the  manner  in 
vvhich  the  test  is  made,  he  may  notify  the 
licensee  of  the  creamery  or  dairy  that  a  verifi¬ 
cation  test  is  required  of  the  sample  of  milk 
or  cream  so  tested,  and  may  forthwith  apply 
to  the  Department  for  a  verification  test.  The 
application  shall  be  in  writing  at.  1  shall  be 
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accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  The  veri¬ 
fication  test  shall  be  made  by  a  milk-tester 
designated  by  the  Minister  for  the  making  of 
verification  tests.  The  licensee  of  the  cream- 
e»y  or  dairy  so  notified  shall  permit  the  verifi¬ 
cation  test  to  be  made,  and  the  milk-tester  by 
whom  it  is  made  shall  forthwith  certify  the 
result  thereof  and  his  report  thereon  to  the 
Minister,  the  licensee  of  the  creamery  or  dairy, 
and  the  person  who  applied  for  the  making  of 
the  verification  test. 

Standards  for  grading  Cream. 

19.  The  standards  for  the  grading  of  cream 
shall  be  as  hereinafter  set  out.  No  other- 
standards  shall  be  applied,  or  advertised,  or 
otherwise  held  out  to  be  applied  in  the  grading 
of  cream  at  or  through  any  creamery  or  dairy 
purchasing  cream  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  and  every  licensee  for  the  operation 
of  a  creamery  or  dairy  shall  cause  a  copy  of 
the  said  standards  to  be  kept  continuously 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  creamery 
or  dairy  in  plain  view  of  all  persons  delivering 
cream  thereat.  The  said  standards  shall  be  as 
follows : — 

Table  Cream. 

This  grade  shall  include  any  lot  of  cream 
which  is  non-frozen,  sweet  and  clean  in  flavour 
and  odour,  for  household  use,  and  which  is  pro¬ 
duced  under  conditions  that  comply  with  the 
special  requirements  of  the  municipality  in 
which  it  is  to  be  sold  for  consumption.  The 
acidity  of  cream  in  this  grade  shall  not  be 
more  than  eighteen  one-hundredths  of  1  per 
cent.  (0.18%)  at  the  time  of  grading. 

Cream  for  Manufacturing . 

Special  Grade. — This  grade  shall  include  any 
lot  of  cream  which  is  perfectly  clean  in  flavour 
and  odour  and  of  uniform  consistency  and  suit¬ 
able  for  making  finest-quality  butter.  The 
acidity  of  cream  in  this  grade  shall  not  be  more 
than  twenty-eight  one-hundredths  of  1  per 
cent.  (0.28%)  at  the  time  of  being  graded  at 
the  creamery  where  it  is  to  be  manufactured. 

First  Grade. — This  grade  shall  include  any 
lot  of  cream  which  is  clean  in  flavour  and 
odour  and  of  uniform  consistency  and  suitable 
for  making  First-grade  butter.  The  acidity  of 
cream  in  this  grade  shall  not  be  more  than 
fifty-five  one-hundredths  of  1  per  cent.  (0.55%) 
at  the  time  of  being  graded  at  the  creamery 
where  it  is  to  be  manufactured. 

Second  Grade.— This  grade  shall  include  any 
lot  of  cream  which  is  curdy,  lumpy,  bitter, 
stale,  musty,  metallic,  or  otherwise  unclean  in 
flavour  or  odour  and  unsuitable  for  manufac¬ 
ture  into  butter  of  any  higher  grade  than 
Second. 

No  Grade. — This  shall  include  any  lot  of 
cream  unclean,  mouldy,  mildewed,  or  with  a 
very  objectionable  flavour  or  odour,  such  as 
that  of  kerosene,  gasoline,  stinkweed,  onions. 
Cream  containing  insects  or  other  vermin  or 
any  other  objectionable  substance  shall  not  be 
accepted  or  graded  at  any  creamery  or  dairy. 

For  the  purpose  of  designating  any  of  the 
said  grade  descriptions  and  trade  terms  upon 
the  daily  record,  and  upon  the  statements  that 
are  to  be  issued  and  delivered  to  patrons  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  the  following  abbreviations  and  no 
others  may  be  used,  namely:  “Table”  for 
Table  Cream,  “  Sp.”  for  Special  Grade,  “  1  ” 
for  First  Grade,  and  “  2  ”  for  Second  Grade. 

20.  Every  licensee  for  the  operation  of  a 
creamery  or  dairy  shall,  at  least  as  often  as 
once  each  month,  furnish  to  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Victoria  a 
return,  in  a  form  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Minister,  showing  the  total  quantity  of  cream 
of  each  grade  according  to  the  standards  of 
grading  prescribed  by  these  regulations,  deliv¬ 
ered  at  the  creamery  or  dairy  since  the  last 
preceding  monthly  return  made  by  him. 


Certificates  of  Proficiency. 

21.  Every  butter-maker,  cheese-maker,  ice¬ 
cream  maker,  or  pasteurizer  operator  applying 
for  a  certificate  of  proficiency  shall  make  appli¬ 
cation  in  writing,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed 
in  the  Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture  at 
Victoria,  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  one  dollar. 
No  application  shall  be  approved  unless  the 
Dairy  Commissioner  or  a  Provincial  Dairy 
Inspector  certifies  that  the  applicant  possesses 
the  qualifications  prescribed  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  for  the  class  of  certificate 
for  which  the  application  is  made. 

22.  Certificates  of  proficiency  shall  be  in  the

Buildings,  Equipment,  and  Supplies. 

23.  (a)  All  creameries  and  dairies  shall  be 
constructed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  provide 
adequate  drainage,  light,  ventilation,  and 
means  of  excluding  insects  or  other  vermin. 

( b )  All  equipment  shall  be  arranged  and 
operations  conducted  so  as  to  prevent  contami¬ 
nation  of  the  dairy  products  by  dust,  smoke, 
mould,  bacteria,  undesirable  odours  or  gases, 
or  by  reason  of  raw  products  coming  in  con¬ 
tact  with  pasteurized  products. 

24.  All  equipment  used  in  the  manufacture 
or  processing  of  dairy  products  shall  be  of  a 
type  approved  by  the  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  and  shall  have  a  cumulative  capacity 
large  enough  to  enable  the  maximum  daily  sup¬ 
ply  of  milk  or  cream  to  be  pi’ocessed  or  manu¬ 
factured  in  a  manner  not  detrimental  to  its 

quality. 

25.  No  defective  or  insanitary  equipment 
shall  be  used  for  processing,  holding,  storing, 
or  mai-keting  of  dairy  products. 

26.  Supplies  of  matex-ials,  articles,  con¬ 
tainers,  or  substances  kept  for  use  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  pi-ocessing,  packaging,  storing, 
transpoi’ting,  or  marketing  of  dairy  products 

shall  be  protected  at  all  times  from  contamina¬ 
tion  of  any  kind,  and  shall  be  stored  in  a  clean, 
dry  room. 

27.  Where  milk  or  cream  is  pasteurized  fox- 
fluid  consumption,  all  pasteurizing,  cooling, 
and  bottling  shall  be  done  in  a  room  to  be 
used  solely  for  that  purpose.  All  doors,  ex¬ 
cept  refrigerator  doors,  opening  into  this  room 
shall  be  constructed  to  close  automatically. 

Clarifiers,  Filters,  Strainers,  and 
Bottle-cappers. 

28.  Milk  shall  be  clarified,  filtered,  or 
sti-ained  before  pasteurization  only,  and  no 
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clarifiers,  filters,  or  strainers  shall  be  placed 
on  the  outlet  side  of  the  pasteurizer  or  be  used 
in  milk  after  pasteurization. 

29.  Milk-bottles  shall  be  capped  by  mechani¬ 
cal  equipment  and  hand-capping  shall  not  be 
permitted. 

Thermometers  and  Charts. 

30.  Both  indicating  and  recording  thermome¬ 
ters  of  satisfactory  type  shall  be  used  on  each 
holder-type  milk-pasteurizer  where  the  holding 
time  is  not  automatically  controlled  and  in  both 
inlet  and  outlet  manifolds  of  vat,  pocket,  or 
continuous-flow  installations  in  which  milk  is 
brought  to  the  final  pasteurization  temperature 
before  entering  the  holder  and  in  which  the 
time  is  automatically  controlled. 

31.  (a)  The  operator  shall  keep  every 
recording  chart  for  at  least  three  months  after 
the  date  of  use.  He  shall  record  on  each  chart, 
with  indelible  ink,  the  date  of  use,  the  pasteur¬ 
izer  number,  and  the  lot  number.  The  oper¬ 
ator  shall  sign  or  initial  all  charts. 

( b )  Where  pasteurizers  are  manually  con¬ 
trolled.  the  operator  shall  check  the  recording 
thermometer  with  the  indicating  thermometer 
each  day  and  adjust  it,  if  necessary,  so  that  at 
no  time  during  operations  shall  the  reading 
on  the  recording  thermometer  be  higher  than 
that  on  the  indicating  thermometer.  The 
reading  of  the  indicating  thermometer  shall  be 
written  on  the  recording  chart  at  a  point  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  twenty-five  minutes  of  the  holding 
period. 

Buttermilk,  Skim-milk,  and  Whey. 

32.  All  buttermilk,  skim-milk,  and  whey 
from  creameries  or  dairies  shall  be  pasteurized 
before  being  sold  or  used  for  food  for  live 
stock. 

Dressing-rooms  and  Personnel. 

33.  Every  creamery  or  dairy  shall  have  suit¬ 
able  separate  dressing-rooms  for  its  male  and 
female  employees.  Each  dressing-room  shall 
be  equipped  with  wash-bowls  having  water 
connections  and  drain-pipes  with  a  “  p  ”  trap 
connected  to  the  underground  drainage  system. 
Paper  towels  or  linen  towels  in  a  sanitary  dis¬ 
penser  and  some  form  of  antiseptic  soap  shall 
be  provided.  A  separate  flush-toilet  shall  be 
provided  for  male  and  female  employees. 

34.  Every  person  employed  in  a  creamery  or 

dairy  shall  be  clean  in  habits,  wear  clean, 
washable  outer  garments,  and  keep  his  hands 
clean  while  engaged  in  work.  3396-my6

1.  Qualifications  required  of  an  Applicant  for 
a  Second-class  Certificate  (Butter-maker), 

(a)  The  applicant  shall  have  had  at  least 
three  seasons’  experience  as  assistant  to  a 
butter-maker  holding  a  first-  or  second-class 


butter-maker’s  certificate  or  two  seasons  of 
such  training  and  a  diploma  from  a  dairy- 
school. 

( b )  He  shall  satisfy  the  Dairy  Commissioner 
or  one  of  his  Inspectors  that  he  is  proficient  in 
grading  cream  for  butter-making,  and  is  able 
to  make  butter  of  a  quality  conforming  with 
the  quality  of  the  cream  used  in  its  manufac¬ 
ture  and  meeting  the  standards  set  forth  in  the 
“  Dairy  Industry  Act  ”  of  the  Dominion. 

(c)  He  shall  have  a  practical  knowledge  of 
neutralizing  and  pasteurizing  cream  for  butter¬ 
making. 

(d)  He  shall  be  able  to  instruct  the  pro¬ 
ducers  as  to  the  approved  methods  of  produc¬ 
ing  and  caring  for  cream  for  butter-making. 

(e)  He  shall  have  successfully  passed  an 
examination  in  cream-grading  and  milk-testing 
under  the  “  Creameries  and  Dairies  Regulation 
Act  ”  of  British  Columbia,  and  shall  be  pro¬ 
ficient  in  making  moisture  and  salt  tests  of 
butter. 

(/)  He  shall  have  a  practical  knowledge  of 
regular  creamery  equipment,  including  refrig¬ 
eration-machines  and  electric  motors. 

(g)  He  shall  be  able  to  keep  accurate  records 
of  weights,  grades,  and  tests  of  cream  pur¬ 
chased,  and  records  of  butter  made  and  stored 
or  shipped. 

2.  Qualifications  required,  of  an  Applicant  for 

a  First-class  Certificate  ( Butter -maker). 

The  applicant  shall  have  all  the  qualifications 
for  a  second-class  certificate  and,  in  addition, 
shall  be  qualified  to  take  full  charge  of  a 
creamery  or  the  butter  department  of  a  cream¬ 
ery,  including  the  keeping  of  the  creamery 
books,  apportioning  dividends,  paying  for 
cream  and  supplies  and  marketing  the  butter, 
performing  any  of  the  duties  connected  with 
the  operation  of  a  creamery  such  as  installa¬ 
tion  and  operation  of  any  creamery  equipment. 
He  shall  be  required  to  pass  a  written  and  oral 
examination. 

3.  Qualifications  required  of  an  Applicant  for 

a  Second-class  Certificate  (Ice-cream 

Maker). 

(a)  The  applicant  shall  have  had  at  least 
three  seasons’  experience  as  assistant  to  an 
ice-cream  maker  holding  a  first-  or  second-class 
ice-cream  maker’s  certificate  or  two  seasons  of 
such  training  and  a  diploma  from  a  dairy- 
school. 

(b)  He  shall  satisfy  the  Dairy  Commis¬ 
sioner  or  one  of  his  Inspectors  that  he  is  pro¬ 
ficient  in  selecting  good-quality  ingredients  for 
ice-cream  and  is  able  to  compute  mixes  to  com¬ 
ply  with  the  Dominion  Government  standards 
when  made  from  products  of  varying  availa¬ 
bility,  that  he  is  able  to  operate  ice-cream 
freezers  to  produce  a  frozen  product  of  desired 
texture,  flavour,  appearance,  and  overrun,  and 
low  bacteria  count,  and  to  keep  the  machines  in 
good  repair  and  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

(c)  He  shall  have  a  technical  and  practical 
knowledge  of  refrigerants  and  refrigeration- 
machines  required  for  the  freezing  and  storing 
of  ice-cream. 

(d)  He  shall  be  able  to  make  tests  for 
butter-fat,  acidity,  and  total  solids  of  ice¬ 
cream. 

(e)  He  shall  be  able  to  consistently  pasteur¬ 
ize  ice-cream  mixes  so  that  they  will  show  a 
negative  reaction  to  the  phosphatase  test. 

4.  Qualifications  required  of  an  Applicant  for 

a  First-class  Certificate  (Ice-cream  Maker). 

(a)  The  applicant  shall  have  all  the  qualifi¬ 
cations  required  for  a  second-class  certificate 
and,  in  addition,  shall  be  qualified  to  take  full 
charge  of  an  ice-cream  factory,  which  includes 
the  keeping  of  the  records  of  the  purchases, 
sales,  labour  costs,  and  disbursements. 

(b)  He  shall  have  passed  an  examination  in 
milk-testing  and  be  able  to  make  the  various 
tests  required  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 
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(c)  He  shall  be  able  to  install,  operate,  and 
keep  in  repair  any  equipment  used  in  an  ice¬ 
cream  factory. 

( d )  He  shall  be  required  to  pass  a  written 
and  oral  examination. 

5.  Qualifications  required  of  an  Applicant  for 
a  Second-class  Certificate  (Pasteurizer 
Operator) . 

(a)  The  applicant  shall  be  proficient  in  the 
operation  of  holder-type  milk-pasteurizers. 

(b)  He  shall  have  a  technical  knowledge  of 
the  control  of  bacteria  common  to  milk  and  be 
able  to  intelligently  interpret  the  report  of  a 
dairy  bacteriologist. 

(c)  He  shall  be  proficient  in  testing  for 
butter-fat,  selecting  for  quality,  and  standard¬ 
izing  milk  for  butter-fat  content. 

(d)  He  shall  be  able  to  intelligently  advise 
producers  as  to  the  production  and  care  of 
high-quality  milk  or  cream. 

(e)  He  shall  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  “Milk  Act”  and  regulations  and  of  local 
milk  by-laws. 

(/)  He  shall  have  had  a  minimum  of  one 
year’s  experience  as  operator  of  a  holder-type 
milk-pasteurizer  in  a  fluid-milk  plant.  Time 
spent  in  a  dairy-school  may,  for  this  purpose, 
be  considered  as  time  spent  in  a  fluid-milk 
plant. 

( g )  He  shall  be  the  holder  of  a  subsisting 
licence  for  milk-testers  issued  under  section  4 

(b)  of  the  Act. 

6.  Qualifications  required  of  an  Applicant  for 

a  First-class  Certificate  ( Pasteurizer  Oper¬ 
ator). 

(a)  The  applicant  shall  have  all  the  qualifi¬ 
cations  required  for  a  second-class  certificate 
and,  in  addition,  shall  have  operated  a  high- 
temperature,  short-time  pasteurizer  for  three 
months  or  attended  a  course  of  instruction  in 
the  operation  of  such  a  pasteurizer. 

( b )  He  shall  be  familiar  with  the  sediment 
test,  the  methylene  blue  or  resazurin  tests,  and 
the  phosphatase  test  for  milk. 

(c)  He  shall  be  qualified  to  take  full  charge 
of  a  market-milk  plant  as  foreman  or  superin¬ 
tendent,  to  keep  all  the  records  of  a  milk 
business,  and  direct  the  staff  in  their  duties. 

(d)  He  shall  be  required  to  pass  a  written 
and  oral  examination. 

7.  Qualifications  required  of  an  Applicant  for 

a  Second-class  Certificate  (Cheese-maker). 

(a)  The  applicant  shall  have  had  at  least 
three  seasons’  experience  as  assistant  to  a 
cheese-maker  holding  a  first-  or  second-class 
cheese-maker’s  certificate  or  two  seasons  of 
such  training  and  a  diploma  from  a  dairy- 
school. 


(b)  He  shall  satisfy  the  Dairy  Commissioner 
or  one  of  his  Inspectors  that  he  is  pi’oficient  in 
the  selecting  of  milk  suitable  for  cheese-making 
and  in  the  manufacture,  curing,  storing,  and 
packing  of  Canadian  Cheddar  cheese. 

(c)  He  shall  be  able  to  instruct  the  pro¬ 
ducers  as  to  the  proper  methods  of  producing 
and  caring  for  milk  for  cheese-making. 

(d)  He  shall  have  successfully  passed  an 
examination  in  milk-testing  under  the  “  Cream¬ 
eries  and  Dairies  Regulation  Act  ”  of  British 
Columbia. 

(e)  He  shall  have  a  practical  knowledge  of 
the  use  and  care  of  all  regular  cheese-factory 
equipment,  including  refrigeration-machines 
and  electric  motors. 

(/)  He  shall  be  able  to  keep  accurate  records 
of  weights  and  tests  of  milk  purchased  and 
records  of  weights,  dates,  and  vat  numbers  of 
cheese  made. 

(g)  He  shall  be  familiar  with  all  Provincial 
and  Federal  regulations  governing  the  manu¬ 
facture,  curing,  storing,  stamping,  lettering, 
and  packaging  of  Canadian  Cheddar  cheese. 

8.  Qualifications  required  of  an  Applicant  for 

a  First-class  Certificate  ( Cheese-maker ). 

The  applicant  shall  have  all  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  required  for  a  second-class  certificate  and, 
in  addition,  shall  be  qualified  to  take  full 
charge  of  a  cheese-factory,  including  the  keep¬ 
ing  of  the  cheese-factory  books,  apportioning 
dividends,  paying  for  milk,  ordering  supplies, 
marketing  the  cheese,  directing  the  staff, 
supervising  the  installation  and  care  of  equip¬ 
ment.  He  shall  be  required  to  pass  a  written 
and  oral  examination. 

9.  Temporary  Certificates. 

(a)  Temporary  certificates  may  be  issued  to 
applicants  who  have  all  the  qualifications  of  a 
holder  of  a  second-class  certificate,  except  that 
of  having  served  the  required  time  under  a 
holder  of  a  first-  or  second-class  certificate; 
provided  he  has  completed  a  course  in  a  dairy- 
school  or  has  a  degree  in  dairying,  is  recom¬ 
mended  by  a  Dairy  Inspector  under  the  Act, 
and  has  at  least  twelve  months’  experience  in 
the  branch  of  dairying  for  which  he  requires 
a  certificate. 

(b)  Where  circumstances  do  not  permit 
holder  of  a  temporary  certificate  to  serve  the 
required  time  under  the  holder  of  a  first-class 
or  second-class  certificate,  he  may  be  issued  a 
second-class  certificate  upon  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Dairy  Commissioner  or  an  Inspector 
under  the  Act. 

(c)  Temporary  certificates  shall  expire  one 

year  after  date  of  issue.  3395-my6 
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
